drawn. ‘Bolsh evik h unting’ was eag­ 
erly pursued, particularly 
by

Cossack generals. In th is th ey often 
h ad th e support and co-operation of 
Japanese auth orities. Th e American 
troops, on th e oth er h and, confined 
th eir actions strictly to th e protec­ 
tion of th e railway . 
“Th e United States, by participat­ 
ing in th e Siberian action for unsel­ 
fish purposes under th e 
stress 
of 
war, h as won a perm anent righ t to 
be consulted and to speak in Siber­ 
ian affairs as far as th ey affect for­ 
eign interests. 
“Sh ould Japan adopt th e militarist 
and im perialist alternative to 
th e 
ex tent of using th e 
present 
crisis 
for th e purpose of gaining control of 
th e eastern part of th e trans-Siber­ 
ian and of th e North 
Manch urian 
railway s, th is would only reveal a 
policy dangerous to th e peace of th e 
■world but it would specifically be a 
direct attack on th e policy of eq ual

Her ev o lutio n into the Suicide Lady co ncerns a certain rail­ 
road cro ssing at Suma and a bad Japanese tendency to cut the 
skeins o f life instead o f try ing to untang le them. Suma became 
a popular suicide reso rt. Men and wo men came fro m many parts 
o f Japan to end their liv es by jumping into the sea, o r by thro w­ 
ing themselv es under the wheels o f passing trains. Po lice sta­ 
tioned at the railro ad cro ssing manag ed to prev ent so me o f the 
suicides, but the number o f deaths remained large.

Of more interest, howev er, is the 
contest between the two army men, 
Obregon and Gonzales. A keen mil­ 
itary riv alry ex ists between the two 
cand id ates and they both hav e good 
military record s. 
Obregon, operating in the North, 
is cred ited with the d efeat of Villa 
in behalf of Carranza’s constitu tion­ 
al gov ernment. 
Gonzalez, sou thern 
command er u nd er Carranza, gained 
prominence throu gh his d estru ction 
of the Zapata forces and the pacifica­ 
tion of the state of Morelos.

lead er of the Liberal Party . He has 
end orsed the rev olu tionary consti­ 
tu tion of 1917 and tod ay ad v ocates a 
nu mber of principles which are con­ 
sid ered 
liberal 
in 
tend ency . The 
presid ent of Mex ico, 
he 
believ es, 
shou ld hav e less power and more re­ 
sponsibility . 
He believ es, too, that 
the army shou ld be red u ced and fa­ 
v ors “absolu te separation of the mil­ 
itary command from the ad ministra­ 
tiv e power. 
In an interv iew with the United 
Press, Obregon emphasized that one 
of the best and su rest method s of re­ 
habilitating Mex ico is throu gh the 
u pbu ild ing of 
her 
agricu ltu ral re­ 
sou rces. 
To achiev e this aim, he 
wou ld establish mod ern agricu ltu ral 
schools and ex perimental 
stations, 
import mod ern implements, and ad ­ 
ju st cereal prod u ction 
in 
d ifferent 
commu nities to coincid e with con­ 
su mption, thu s eliminating waste in 
some d istricts and a scarcty of food ­ 
stu ffs in others. 
Gonzales, who has enu nciated his 
principles in more complete fashion 
than Obregon, su ggests, as one pro­ 
cess toward more amicable relations 
with the United States, that a Mex i­ 
can commission be named to stu d y 
American affairs and co-operate with 
a similar bod y to be appointed in 
Hie United States.. He u rges that ef­ 
forts be mad e to pacify the cou ntry 
“by conciliatory as well as military 
means.” 
Other of his recommend a­ 
tions inclu d e the red u ction 
of 
the 
army , with the formation of a civ il 
gu ard for the prosecu tion of band it­ 
ry , the establishment of a separate 
d epartment of ed u cation, the passage 
of a civ il serv ice law, the reorganiza­ 
tion of the nation’s financial sy stem, 
the promotion of farm loans and the 
d ev elopment of a m erchant marine. 
T hat is the alignment in Mex ico 
tod ay . 
There is still a possibility , 
of cou rse, that other cand id ates may 
enter the field , bu t at the present 
time none is mentioned with any 
certainty .
